| ALARMS PARTY LEADERS. 


Threatens to Veto Foraker Bill, 


Ignore Congressional Dietum, 
and Defends His Action 
Against Col. Stewart. 


Washington, D. C., May &—{Special.}— 
Three personal or semi-official letters writ- 
ten by President Roosevelt to a trio of United 
States senators have produced something of 
@ sensation in the upper house, where critical 
comment is widespread, and there is some 
talk of action which may take the form of a 
virtual rebuke to the president. 

The letters have to do with the Brownaville 
affair and the course of the administration 
in exiling Col. William F. Stewart, a veteran 
army officer. In his comment on the Browns- 
ville incident the president says he will veto 
the pending Foraker bill to permit restora- 
tion of the discharged negro soldiers if it is 
passed, and he will ignore the dictum of e 
gress if the measure is retnacted over his 
veto. 

Senators William Alden Smith of Michigan, 
John W. Stewart of Vermont, and Isidor 
Rayner of Maryland received the letters. 
The original threat of a veto was male in 
the communication to Mr. Smith, and it is 
understood that it hae been repeated in the 
letter to Mr. Stewart. 


} Defends Action Against Stewart. 

The letter to Mr. Rayner deals with the 
case of Col. Stewart and is said to be full of 
onstinted condemnation of that officer and 
| Justification of the president's action m or- 
dering him to an ungarrisoned post in the 
Arizona desert, and subsequently, after Col. 
Stewart had been transferred to a more de- 
sirable station in Florida, ordering him back 
to Arizona, 

According to gossip around the capitol to- 
day one or all of these letters may be read 
in the senate next week. Republican con- 
gressional leaders are reported to be alarmed 


over that prospect, believing that if the com-. 


munications become public the senate will 
feel ‘obliged, as a matter of pride and dis- 
n. y, to take some formal action showing | 
its resentment of a threat from the executive 
te refuse to abide by the direction of the 
legislature embodied in the law of the land.

It is reales that 
the adoption of a resolution condemning the 
president's attitude might produce a aer!

President Cites Thaw Case. 

Many senators have seen and read all th 

of the letters, while a larger number /of 
members of the upper body of congress have 
heard from their colleagues what the com- 
munications contained. It is related that in 
one of the letters the president says, in 
referring to the effort to restore to the army 
the negro soldiers who were stationed. at, 
Brownsvitie, that there is always a maudlin 


sentiment in every community for murder- 


ers and he points to the case of Harry Thaw 
as an example./ This sentiment has caused 
much resentment, particularly among the 
senators who are disposed to favor restora- 
tion of the discharged negro soldiers with 
the least possible formality. 

The president's letter to Senator Stewart 
was based on a remark made by that sena- 
tor in a debate recently which was inter- 
preted by the president as an indication that 
Senator Stewart would vote for the Fora- 
Ker bill to restore the discharged infantry- 
men. With the letter Mr. Roosevelt inclosed 
copies of his letters to Senators Smith and 
Rayner and this fact has led to the sus- 
picion that the president is not too anxious 
to have his episties covered by a vell ef 
secrecy. 

If this suspicion is correct the president's 
desire is not shared by a large number of 
republican senators who do not wish to be 
placed in the embarrassing position of being 
compelled to uphold the dignity of thé senate 
at the expense of uttering a public rebuke 
to the president. The president’s comments 
on the Brownsville case in the Stewart letter 
are said to be bitter and to contain a hard 
slap at those senators who have fought for 
the cause of the men dismissed from the 
army. 
Rayner Asks Stewart Inquiry. 

Senator Rayner, who has taken great in- 
terest in the case of Col. Stewart—mainly 
because Col. Stewart was a kinsman of the 
late Senator William Pinkney White, Mr. 
Rayner's former colleague—wrote to the 
president this week, requesting that Col. 
Stewart's demand for a court of inquiry to 
investigate any charges that might be pend- 
ing against him be granted. Mr. Rayner 
told the president that unless the demand 
was granted he would publicly bring the 
matter to.the attention of the senate. 

In his response, which was received by Mr. 
Rayner last night, the president criticises 
Col. Stewart severely. He promised, how- 
ever, tb take the application for a court of 
inquiry under consideration, but made n 
plain that he did not think the court should 
be ordered. 8 

It is expected that the president will decline 
to, grant Col. Stewart's application for an 
investigation, and in that event Senator 
Rayner will present a resolution either call- 
ing for all the papers relating to this re- 


markable case or providing for an investiga- | 


tion by the senate itself. It is said that, in 
addressing the senate on this proposed reso- 
lution, Senator Rayner will read the letter 
which he received from the president, and 
great fear is expressed that such action will 
lead to the mention of the letters to Senators 
Smith and Stewart, and probably to their 
production in the open senate,

ASKS BOARD FOR SOLUTION. 


Trustee Spiegel Wants Campaign to 
Relieve the Underfed. . 


; ; 

The problem of the Chicago youngster who 
wants work and can’t get its coming to be a 
serious one with the board of education. 

Under the provisions of the new Illinois 
compulsory education law, childten between 
the ages of 14 and 16 must Be in school or 
at work.” In enforcing these provisions, 
however, the schog! board has found that, be- 
cause of the recent depre hundreds of 
boys and girls are wandering the streets in 
search of work which they cannot find. 
When told that they must go to school, the 
ohildren—and their parente—plead that the 
support of their families depends on their 
getting work, and that, under the law, they 
are entitled to an unrestricted opportunity 
to look for it. 

So perplexing has the situation become 
that W. L. Bodine, superintendent of com- 
pulsory education, has made it the subject 
of a special report, which he presented to 
President Schneider yesterday. In this he 
calls attention to the large number of chil- 
dren in the factory and workshop districts 
who “are walking the streets with their 
schoo) certificates in their hands,” author-~- 
ized by law to disregard the truant officers, 
but tinually coming into conflict with 
them through their inability to prove that 
they are regularly employed.” 

Girls May Work at Home. 

The girle, according to the report, are bet- 
ter off than the boys. Truant officers have 
found repeatediy that girls are kept at home 
to care for children, wash dishes, and do 
other household work—a state of affairs 
which, the poorer families plead, is absolute- 


ly necessary. On this point Attorney Gen- 


eral Stead was appealed to and the compul- 
sory education department received an opin- 
ion declaring that, under the law, employ- 
ment by parents without. compensation ”’ 
may be considered lawful employment. 

For the rest Supt. Bodine has several sug- 
gestions to make. School principals, he 
urges, should be authorized to give children 
over 14 the privilege of half dax sessions in 
order that they may have time to look for 
employment. The parental school regula- 
tions, he suggests, should be altered so that 
children up to the age of 16 may be admitted 
(the present limit is 14), and courses in in- 
dustrial education, he Weclares, should be 
introduced in the grades so that the young- 
sters will be better equipped when they start 
their search for work. 

The matter will be considered in eommifttes 
and probably acted on at the next meeting of 
the board. 


Wants Underfeeding Relieved. 

Trustee Modie J. Spiegel wants the board 
of education to undertake an extensive cam- 
paign for the relief of Chicago schoo! children 
who are underfed and improperly cared for. 
Aroused by the conditions revealed when the 
experimental daily lunch for subnorma! ” 
pupils at the Dore school was introduced, 
Mr. Spiegel has prepared a resolution which 
will be considered and acted on at the next 


meeting of the school management commit- 


tee. The resolution sets forth: 

** Whereas, In certain sections of our city 
the educational work in the public schools 
is greatly hampered and the progress of all 
the pupils is seriously retarded, because of 
the impoverished condition, mental and 
physical, of some of the pupila, due to want, 
lack of nourishment, and the absence uf 
prope? care; 

Therefore, be it resolved, It is the sense 
of this board that it catise to be made a 
thorough and exhaustivé investigation into 
such conditions, together with the best reme- 
dies to be adopted to remove or relieve them.

E. W. TAlNard, commanding the 
troops patrolling this part of the state, ob- 
tained information that two negroes were 
shot and killed and that a white man was 
badly wounded in an attack upon a tobacco 
grower’s plant bed. 

A half dozen masked men called on a farmer 
who had refused to cut out the tobacco 
crop this year and peremptorily demanded 
that he destroy the young plant bed. Upon 
his refusal they started to scrape the bed 
themselves, when he opened fire upon them 
with a shotgun. Two negroes fell dead and 
an arm was ehot off a white man who is said 
to be a peominent citizen of the community.

Asks Reports from Members. 

In the letter Secretary Cavenaugh urges 
a thorough inspection of every hotel, and 
states that every room should be provided 
with a rope long enough to allow guests to 
drop to the ground in case of a fire emer- 
gency. The letter follows: 

„How long are we going to submit to the 
existence of these fire traps? I have been 
informed that the Aveline hotel was con- 
demned more then ten years ago. Shortly 
after the Iroquois fire I asked the members 
to report to us any hotel that was not pro- 
vided with some means of escape in case of 
fires We received a few reports, but no one 
gaid anything about the Aveline hotel, al- 
though it seems its condition was well known 
and common gossip among the men on the 
road. That's the trouble. We have had too 
much gossip. Let's do something. 


To List All “Firetraps.” 

„ am ready to commence. Are you with 
me? If so, send in the name of every Rotel 
that you consider a fire trap, giving your 
reasons why, the name of the landlord and 
the name of the owners, if possible, and I 
will inspect [t in person or by proxy, and en- 
deavor to induce tHe landlord to make the 
recessary improvements. If they refuse te 
do so I will inform the members of the as- 
sociation of the fact.

Lamphere May Break Silence. 


Told of the accumulation of evidence 
against him, Lamphere for the first time 
gince his arrest showed a desire to talk of his 
relations with the woman and the knowledge 
he has of the crimes charged against. her. 
At his request his attorney, W. H. Worden, | 
was sent for to consider the extent of his 
confession and went to the county jail. 

Sheriff Smutzer and his deputies were busy 

with outside work and he was refused admit- 
tance. Drawing from his pocket the papers 
necessary for habeas corpus proceedings, he 
said: 
Ive got these all reat? and T'll file 
them in court tomorrow if I can't get in here. 
I probably shall do it anyway unless the 
grand jury takes up the case right away.” 

A statement by Ray Lamphere, made pu 
lic today, ts to the effect that a man f 
Chicago, whose name he did not know, came 
to the Gunness farm several months ago and 
remained there for several days. He disap- 
peared suddenly, leaving » trunk and a few 
belongings behind. 

Upon Lemptere’s questioning Mrs. Gune 
ness as to what had become of her visitor, she 
replied that he had gone south for his health 
and that probably he would not retu 

She ordered Lamphere to carry the trunk 
and other effects of the stranger to an upper 
story of the farmhouse. Nothing was ever 
heard of this person after he left the Gun- 
ness place, and he is supposed to have met 
the same fate as those whose bodies are now, 
being dug up at the Gunness farm.

RICKMERS’ CREW RESCUED. 


Washtenaw Runs Aground in Turbulent 
Seas Off Monmouth Beach, N. J., with 
Thirty-six Men Aboard. 


— 


New York, May 8.—The flare of a Coston 
light burning red in the fog blankets that 
enshrouded the Atlantic late today was the 
signal to the beach patrol of the Chadwick 
life saving station that a vessel—the tank 
steamer Washtenaw, laden with oll from 
Sabine Pass, Tex., was fast on the sand keys 
that skirt the shoes of Monmouth Beach, 
N. J., twenty-five miles south of Sandy Hook. 

The Washtenaw—another vessel in the ofl 
carrying trade within the fortnight to fol- 
low the luckless German ship Peter Rick- 
mers, stranding near New York’s sea gate-- 
lies within 300 feet of the beach in the pitch 
and pound of turbulent seas. 

The oll carrier is in no immediate danger 
tonight and its crew of thirty-six have not 
been taken off by the life savers who suc- 
ceeded after several attempts in shooting a 
line to the stranded ship. One of the crew 
brought ashore in the breeches buoy, reportei 
that the Washtenaw was wedged fast and 
that its engines had made several futile at- 
tempts to get the ship into deep water. 

The seventy-two men who for more than 
twénty-four houfs had been facing death la 
rn raging sea r Fire island were rescued 
‘fro 
mers early today. Not a man was lost and 
none suffered any permanent harm. The 

great steel ship is a total wreck.

THIRD ROCKFORD ALDERMAN 
FINED $500 FOR BRIBERY. 


Otto,Paulson Pleads Guilty to Boodling 
and Receives Sentence—More Indict- 
ments by Grand Jury Expected. 


Rockford, III., May ‘8.—[Special.J—Otto 
Paulson, a former alderman, indicted by the 
grand jury yesterday for bribery, entered a 
pléa of guilty in the Circuit court today and 
Was sentenced to pay a fine of $500.

PARIS; May S.— The death te announced 
of Ludovic Halevy, the well known dra- 
matic author and novelist. M. Halevy was 
a member of the French academy and was 
born in this city. 
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Ludovic Halevy achieved fame as the 
author of dramas, in some of which Sarah 
Bernhardt appeared, of opera librettos for 
which Bizet and Offenbach composed the 
music, and of novels, some of which ‘are 
known to every student of French. He was 
one of the most versatile of modern authors 
and his ability won for him membership in 
the French academy and the rank of com- 
mander of the Legion of Honor. 

Halevy apparentiy inherited his literary 
talents. His father, Leon, wag a distinguished 
author, and his uncle, Composer Fromenta! 
Halevy. Ludovic was born Jan. 1, 1884. He 
was educated in the College of Louis Le 
Grand, and got a job in the colonia! ministry.

Springfield. III., May 8—[Specta!.]—Gov. 
Deeren's special message to the legislature 
on the asylum conditions may be sent en 
while the two houses are in practical recess. 
When the house and the senate fixed their 

@ffairs in such shape as to indicate that 
there. would be about two weeks of one 
man sessions’ in both branches, the governor 
Ceciced that he would wait until May 22 
when the legislators are likely to return. 

Since then he ‘has about decided that It 
Coesn't matter whether there are any mem- 
bers preeert to receive the message or not. 
Tt can be sent in to the janitor, the superin- 
tendent of ventilation, and the one member 
in cach house holding down the session 
ard preservine the constitutionality of the 
ecsembly. 

It is the governor's purpose to make a full 
end detailed answer to all the specifications 
con‘aired in the report of the asylum investi- 

gating committee. While he proposes to 
make it plain that he thinks the committee 
work was influenced by politics and that its 
findings were unfair, there wil! not be much 
heated language in the reply. 

Up to date the senate has shown no signs of 
weakening in Its refusal to consider the reor- 
ganization bill which the house has passed 
over to it, although it may be decided later 
that the subject must be considered, inas- 
much as the upper branch is placed in the 
position of refusing to do its duty with 
regard to important legislation. 

Speaker Shurtleff and the hcuse members

FACTS ON MERGER. 


GIVES 


Says Company's Annual Dividends Are 
5 to 6 Per Cent. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May 8.—[Spectial.]— 


Cyrus H. McCormick, president of the In- 


ternational Harvester company, today gave 
more details regarding the business methods 
of the $120,000.000 concern. 

He testified before Commissioner Brace 
today, in the Investigation of the attorney 
general to oust the harvester company from 


this state, that the International controlled, 


from 80 to 00 per cent of the harvesting im- 
plement business in Missouri. 


Explains Increase of Prices. 

Mr. McCormick said the company of which 
he is president did not increase the price 
on its goods since the forming of the corpor- 
ation in 1902 until 1908, and that the first 
raise wae made this year on account of trade 
conditions. He declared that the dividends 
of the company was from 5 to 6 per cent 
annually, andſ that the surplus of the com- 
pany was $12,000,000. 

Dividends had increased annually since 
the merging of the five big harvester com- 
panies, said Mr. McCormick, but the price 
of good to the farmer have rot been in- 
creased. On “examination by Attorney 
Spencer when asked what the purpose of 
the merger was Mr. McCormick replied that 
it was to do away with the warfare com- 
petition that had been in progress for sev- 
eral years previous to September, 1902. 

As a result of that warfare several com- 
panies were put out of business by the strong 
competition and the unbusinessiike methods 
that were used to sell goods to the farmers. 


How the Merger Was Made. 


Mr. McCormick explained how the merger | 


was made by stating that W. H. Lane, a dis- 
interested person, was felected to take over 
the different companies that were to go into 
the corporation and then in turn sell them 
to the International Harvester company. 

This plan was developed by George Perkins 
of the firm of J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. Mr. 
McCormick finished his testimony at noon, 
but he will be recalled the latter part of this 
month, when the hearing will be gesumed 
and other witnesses called to testify. 


COURT HITS NEW HAVEN ROAD. 


Sustains Attorney General in Action 
Against System for Control of 
Trolley Lines. 


Boston. Mass., May 8.—The information 
filed by Attorney General Malore some time 
ago against the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad. in which he claimed that 
the company had transgressed the law ia 
securing control of six street railway com- 
panies in Massachusetts, was affirmed by 
the full bench of the Supreme court in a 
decision handed down late today, so far as !t 
relates to five of the roads, the exception 
being in the case of the 8 Street 
. railway company. 

Attorney General 8 maintained that 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railway, either directly or indirectly, and 
contrary to law, runs or controls the Worces- 
ter and Webster street railway, the Web- 
ster and Dudley street railway, the Spring- 
field street rallway, the Berkshire street ra‘!- 
way, the Worcester and Southbridge street 
railway, and the Blackstone Valley street 
railway companies. — 

In its opinion the court says that the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford road, 
through the purchase and ownership of the 
street railway corporations named, by its 
creature, the Consolidated Railway company, 
transgressed the law as to All the street 
railway companies mertioned in the infor- 
mation except the Springfield Street railway 
company, and that it is still transgressing 
in the same way as to the Worcester and 
Webster and the Webster and Dudley com- 


panies.

Contentions of Oil Company Answered 
by Attorney Wilkerson. 


Arguments before the federal Circuit Court 
of Appeals on the appeal of the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana from the fine of 
$29,240,000 imposed last summer by Judge 
Landis were finished yesterday afternoon 
and the case was taken under advisement. 

Assistant District Attorney James H. WII 
kerson made an extenstve argument in op- 
position to the company’s contention that 
the fine imposed by Judge Landis is crue! 
and unusual.“ 

“It was,“ argued Mr. Wilkerson, for the 
trial judge in apportioning punishment to 
deal in realities and to have in mind not 
only the particular offender, but the effect 
of the punishment upon society and the en- 
forcement of the law. If it were permitted 
the reviewing court to substitute its discre- 
tion for that of the trial judge, would the 
result be different? 

“If this court were to substitute its dis- 
cretion for that of the trial judge, it would 
exercige that discretion in the light which 
it now enjoys. 
the statement of the plaintiff in error, on 
file in this court, that during the year in 
which the indictment was returned ite net 
profits were more than 510.300 000 

In answer to Attorney John S. Miller's con- 
tention that Judge Landis erred in making 
the examination into the business of the 
Stancard Oil Company of New Jersey, Mr. 
Wilkergon said: 

“It is always proper for. a judge, in exer- 
cising his discretion in regard to the amoun* 
of punishment, to inquire who is the de- 
fendant. The judgment in a criminal case is 
not only for the punishment of the individual 
offender; it is also to deter others from the 
commission of like offenses. In prescrib- 
ing the punishment the judge must consider 
the individual offender in his relation to 
society, to the state, and to the community 
in which he lives. 


New Jersey Company Real Owrer. 


In the discharge of this duty the judge 
looks through the mere form to the substance 
of things. In reality the Standard Ol Com- 
pany of New Jersęy owned the plant of the 
Standard Oil company at Whiting, Ind., and 
its office in Chicago. The effect of the viola- 
tions was to enhance the earnings of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, and every 
dollar of the increased earnings of that com- 
pany went into the treasury of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. It was the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey that 
was the real beneficiary of the unlawful 
acts. It was highly proper for the trial judge 
to ascertain these things.

valley, it is found that Gov. Johnson has 
a total of 48 ballots in his favor as compared 
to 30 for Douglas, but Folk gets only 26, 
Chanler of New York 16, and Tom Johnson 
12. The same proportion seems to hold good 
in other localities, Oklahoma, for instance, 
giving Douglas 28 and Johnson only 5 more 
than that nümber. In ‘Virginia, Douglas 
has more votes than Johnson; and in the 
New England states he leads the Minnesota 
governor as a matter of course. 

The distance between Douglas and all other 
persons mentioned for the vice presidency ‘s 
so great as to lead to the belief that on 
the basis of THE TRIBUNE’s ballot he will be 
the natural choice for second place on the 
ticket with Bryan, in case Gov. Johnson's 
friends are successful in keeping him off the 
ticket entirely and thus saving him as «a 
presidential nominee for 1912. 


Chanler’s Chances in Race. 


There has been strong feeling that Lieut. 
Gov. Chanler of New York was slated for 
second place. with Bryan. He comes from 
the pivotal state and was elected at the same 
time with a republican governor. He would 
undoubtedly be a good money getter and 
would go a long way to satisfy the New 
York democracy with the Denver ticket. 
The test ballot, however, does not show that 
he is a favorite with the rank and file of 
party workers. He ranks below Tom John- 
gon, Harmon, and Gov. Folk, and has only a 
slightly larger vote than Senator Culberson 
of Texas. Inasmuch as Folk is in a state 
adjacent to Nebraska and as Harmon is the 
candidate for governor of io, the indica- 
tions from THE TRI Bun ballot would be 
that either Douglas or Tom Johnson would 
be considered for second place before Chan- 
ler. These inferences, of course, are based 
entirely upon the result of the ballot and do 
not take into consideration the pressure the 
New York delegation will be able to exert 
by the declaration that Chanler could carry 
that state against Taft or any other repub- 
lican. 

The ballot of course does not take into 
consideration. th possibility. that Gov. 
Hughes of New Pork may be forced into 
second place on The republican ticket, in 
which case Chanler would be tae logical can- 
didate of democracy.

According to THe Tris- 
Ung’s ballot, no one of the southern men 
mentioned for the vice presidency seems to 
have developed anything more than local 
strength. 

Culberson, Williams, Smith, and Daniel are 
not extensively voted for outside of their 
own states of Texas, Mississippi, Georgia, 
and rginia. Even in the south itself the 
party orkers prefer the northern candi- 
dates, which seems to indicate that the time 
has not yet arrived when democracy can 
safely go south of the old Mason and Dixon

It was through the machinery of spirit- 
ualistic séances that the crimes were com- 
mitted. The victim was seated in the 
usual dark room with his head against a 
curtain. One of the Benders, standing 
behind the curtain, then struck him over 
the head with a hammer. Afterwards, to 
make certain, the victim’s throat was 
eut, he was stripped of his valuables, and 
was buried at night. 

Discovery came May 4, 1873, through 

the disappearance of Dr. William H. 
York, whose brother traced him as far as 
the Benders’ store. Unable to follow the 
trail beyond, the brother returned to the 
Benders’ place and there caught sight of 
something that had belonged to Dr. York. 
As a result of these suspicious circum- 
stances an investigation began, but meas- 
ures were not taken, so far as is known, 
to detain the Benders, who disappeared 
and never were heard of again. There was 
a rumor that the Kansas farmers of 
Labette county lynched them, but it is 
wholly unsupported by evidence and there- 
fore is almost certainly untrue. 
The crimes of the Benders were the 
wonder of a generation and the name of 
Kate Bender especially occupies a terrible 
eminence in the history of+crime. Yet if 
the evidence in the Laporte affair is not 
modified or in part belied the case of Mrs. 
Gunness is more singular and horrific. 
The Benders had the moral (or immoral!) 
support of one another—the terrible relief 
which comes to those who share a fatal 
secret. Mrs. Gunness may have had an 
accomplice in Lamphere or another, but 
that has not yet been established, and it 
is not improbable that many if not moat 
of her crimes were committed by her 
alone. 

In any event she achieved a terrible tm- 
mortality, leaving a name at which the 
world may well grow pale. The possibdili- 
ties of the human soul seem infinite in 
evil as in good. : 


CONSERVING RESOURCES.

ENGLAND ENTERS A NEW PATE. 


Mr. Asquith's budget is chiefly notable 
and will become historic as initiating the 
old age pension system in Great Britain. 
It may be that later and more radical 
measures of collectivism will dwarf the 
significance of this step in the perspective 
ef a century, yet the historian and the 
political student will know its importance. 

Unlike the United States, whose po- 
litical and economic principles were crys- 
tallized chiefly during the height of the 
individualist period, England has never 
deen without a strong element of col- 
lectivism in its political pXMicies. But 
the inauguration of a noncontributory old 
age pension system is not only an im- 
portant departure in principle but it, is 
one which must almost imevitably lead 
far. 

The beginning ie a moderate one, as 
might have been expected at the hands 
of a reluctant liberal of the old school 
like Mr. Asquith. Providing for a week 
ly payment of 5 shillings to all persons 
over 70 years of age and possessed of an 
income less than $130 annually will not 
come to more than $30,000,000 a year if 
the premier's estimate is correct. That 
estimate is based on the estimate that 
about 500,000 persons will come within 
the terms of the pension, excluding luna- 
tics, criminals, ang paupers now support- 
ed under the poor law. Estimates of this 
kind often prove untrustworthy. 

It it could be assumed safely that the 
pension system would stop at this point 
there would be no objection even from 
the conservative classes, either of the 
: liberal or unionist parties. But as we in 
ee the United States have found, pensions 
multi. In England the tide of policy 
_  @eems all in their favor, partly through 
the growing power of the workingman 
and partly through the growing populaß 
ity of protectionism, which supplies the 
hope of paying for more pensions out of 

the pocket of the foreigner. 
Meanwhile it will be interesting to note 
what effect this beginning will have upon 
the fortunes of the Asquith government. 
Placing the age limit at 70 certainly will 
not satisfy the radical left.

King Henry IV. of England rests in his 
tomb at Canterbury cathedral, and all stories 
to the contrary are without foundation. It 
is.necessary to mention this, since the other 
day Henry Belloc, member of parliament 
for Salford, husband of ah American wife, 
who was Miss Elodie Hogan of Napa, Cal., 
published in the London Morning Post a 
since widely copied article relating how the 
boatman charged with the conveyance of 
the remains of King Henry from Westminster 
to Gravesend by night, on being overtaken 
by a terrible storm, had flung the body into 
the river in order to propitiate the fury 
of the elements, believing the dead king 
to be accursed. In relating this story in 
the most circumstantial and graphic manner 
Henry Belloc merely gave voice to whut 
has for several centuries been a matter of 
popular belief, and added that according to 
historic records the master of the craft, after 
jettisoning the corpse of the king, had filled 
the royal coffin with stone. 

While it is possible that the skipper of the 
craft allayed the fears of his men by inform- 
ing them that he had pitched the universally 
hated monarch overboard, there is evidence 
to show that in that event he had deceived 
them. For in 1829 while the cathedral at 
Canterbury was undergoing repairs Mr. Aus- 
tin, the then surveyor of the cathedral, ob- 
tained leave, by opening the coffin of Henry 
IV., to verify or disprove the story that it 
contained no human remains. 

The coffin was carefully opened in the pres- 
ence of the dean of Canterbury, the Rev. 
Dr. Bagot, and of other ecclesiastical digni- 
taries of the Basilica, and according to a 
record signed by all the witnesses was found 
to contain a body of which the features were 
still perfect. A cross of straw was found 
resting upon the breast. Exposure to the 
alr quickly caused the embalmed face to 
change, but a small portion of the-mustache 
was removed before the coffin was closed and 
its color proved to be in keeping with tha 
hue of the beard of King Henry, as described 
by his contemporaries.

Baroness Schiller, widow of the late Freder-

waren CHURCHILL'S NEW 
BOOK IS SLIPSHOD AND 
LACKS FIRMNESS. 
“Mr. Crewe’s Career” Deals with 


the Domination of a Railroad in 
the Politics. of a State. 


ROF. FREDERICK STARR, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago anthropologist, has 
given an interesting account of his 
travels and wofk in Mexico in a large 
volume entitied “IN INDIAN MEXI- 

CO” (Forbes & Co., Chicago). The book 
gives information about the people and cus- 
toms of a part of Mexico concerning whieh no 
other travelers ever have written. Lum- 
holtz’s “ Unknown Mexico” told of the In- 
dians of northwestern Mexico, but Prof. 
Starr's book is devoted exclusively to the 
people in the southern part of the republic. 

The facts given were obtained in an expedi- 
tion made ten or twelve years ago. Since 
then the professor has written various re- 
ports of the sbientific results of his journey, 
but the present book is of a more popular na- 
ture, giving in narrative form the story of hig 
travels and the peculiarities of the natives 
of that practically unknown part of North 
America. 


The expedition was undertaken for three 
specific purposes, viz.: 1. The measurement 
of 100 men and thirty-five women in each 
population, fourteen measurements being 
made of each subject. 2. The making of pic- 
tures—portraits, dress, occupations, customs, 
buildings, and landscapes. 8. The making 
of plaster busts of five individuals in each 
tribe. The book is illustrated with pictures 
taken by. the author's camera. 

‘The Indians among whom he had to work 
are suspicious of and hostile to white men 
and it was necessary for the anthropologist to 
have the assistance of the strong paternal 
government to insure the success of his un- 
dertaking. 

The book is so full of details of the char- 
acteristics and peculiar customs of the Mex!- 
can Indians that a few quotations would not 


| suffice to give adequate indication of its con- 


tents. . Drunkenness seems to be the rule 
rather than the exception among most of the 
Mexican Indians and the explorer’s experi- 
ence with drunken petty officials at times 
was more embarrassing than amusing. 
Careful study was made of members of the 
Otomi tribe who are described as ignorant, 
suspicious, and unprogressive. a 


aT 


‘* When we came to record the names of our 
mubjects,’’ says Prof. Starr, we found that 
every woman's first name was Maria, the 
differentiation between them being first 
found in the middle name. They were little 
creatures, scarcely larger than well grown 
girls of 11 or 12 among ourselves. Some old 
women, with gray hair and wrinkled faces, 
who piously kissed our hands when they met 
us, were among the smallest. Now and then 
some young woman or girl was attractive, 
but usually their faces were suspicious, sad, 
and old before their time. The skin was a 
rich brown; the eyebrows heavily haired, 
often meeting above the nose; the hair grew 
low upon the forehead and in young women 
the forehead itself was covered with a fine 
downy black growth. The nose was flat 
broad, and depressed at the roots, while the 
tip was flat and wide. The eyes were dark 
brown and the hair was black and coarse. 
If we were to judge the population by the 


women only, we might call the Otomis true 


pygmies. Rear 

Naturally the natives were hostile to our 
work. They thought we were measuring them 
for thefr coffins; that they would be forced 
into the army; that disease would result; 
that an uncanny influence was laid upon 
them: that witchcraft might be worked 
against them. After having had a lot ot 
trouble with many of our subjects, we were 
surprised one day to have the oldest man of 
the village. Antonio Calistro, born in 1813, 
still so hale and hearty that he works his own 
fields, come in for measurement and photo- 
graphing. When we asked him how 
it was that he was not afraid to undergo our 
measurements and photographing, we 
learned that some one had told him that the 
purport of the work was to send information 
to the pope in Rome as to how his Otomi chil- 
dren looked and from respect for the holy 
father the old man of 80 years had walked in 
from his distant farm to be measured and 
photographed.“ 


An interesting account is given of wireless 
telephony as used among some of the Indians 
of southern Mexico. 

“Our last evening at Huixquiiucan,” says 
the writer, I went out to purchase native 
garments. We rode from houSe to house and 
were quite away from the town in a district 
where houses were few and far between. It 
was nearly dusk and our search must end. 
We were at the last house on a slope near the 
bottom of a valley on whose opposite siope 
were but a few houses. The people ‘were 
primitive in appearance, dress, and language. 
They could not understand all we said, but 
were anxious to please the ‘ padrecito,’ whose 
hand they kissed. | 

Having no clothing to sell us, they tried 
to help us procure some. Orders were given 
to a shy and wild girl with deep set, shining 
jet black eyes, raven hair, and dark brown 
skin, dressed in rags. Stepping to a little out- 
jutting mass of rock, she gave @ wild cry. 
looking across the valley to the nearest house 
on the opposite slope, fully half a mile away. 
We could see the people of the house turn out 
to hear. Then, in a high, clear voice, strange- 
ly penetrating but without harshness or a 
break or pause for breath, with rising and 
falling intonation, she cried her message. 
There was a moment's pause and then we saw 
the answering crier take her place and in the 
same clear, penetrating, unbroken, up and 
down voice, came the reply. It was not favor- 
able, and the old man apologized for the fail- 
ure as he kissed the padrecito’s hand in part- 
ing.“ Ji NE.

R. WINSTON CHURCHILL has pub- 
lished the second volume of his po- 
litical trilogy which saw its beginning 
with “ Coniston,” published a year 

ago. The new book is MR. 

CREWE'S CAREER (The Macmillan Co.). 
and like its predecessor it deals with political 
conditions in a New England state, presum- 
ably New Hampshire. The time is about a 
géneration later than that of Jethro Bass. 

The state's politics is dominated by a rail- 
road. The president and the road’s legal 
adviser dictate legislation, name the gov- 
erhor and many members of the legislature 
and'run things in a way quite agreeable to the 
road. No bill can pass that is in opposition 
to the interests of the corporation. Hilary 

ane, the lawyer, is the shrewdest politician 
in the state, but he is only the tool of the 
road's president. Vane's son, Austen, ie 
utterly unlike him and the father almost dis- 
likes him. He resembles his dead mother, 
whose rebelliousmess always offended her 
husband. Thé son, after a tumultuous college 
career and a brief but strenuous experience 
on a ranch, comes back, studies law to please 
his father, and opene an office. Almost his 
firet case is one of damages against the rall- 
road. He wins it and then naturally drifts 
into connections utterly opposed to those hig 
father represents and the breach between 
them widens. 

He meets the daughter of the president, 
who is an exceedingly independent young 
woman and who learne through her associa- 
tion with some of the country people the 
feeling that exists against her father's rall- 
road. Her ministrations to Austen’s client 
who was injured in the accident bring her and 
the young attorney together. This furnishes 
the love element of the stery and a pretty 
love story it is.

All this time you are perhaps wondering 
where the title comes in. Mr. Humphrey 
Crewe is a neighbor of the other characters. 
He is wealthy, intensely egotistic, a blunder- 
ing, fatuous bounder. He aepires to be a re- 
former and is forever trying to establish im- 
provement in the people s social condition, 
but of which no one avails himself. His con- 
ceit is coloseal and he has a canniness— 
a nearness—in money matters which leads 
to some funny situations when he decides to 
make politics his career. Hé comes out as a 
candidate for the legislature, and in spite 
of the fact that he has set out to be a re- 
former, he succeeds in a way that Mr. 
Churchill does not explain in getting the local 
boss to give him the nomination. His con- 
ceited blundering all through this period of 
the campaign and through his service asa 
legislator is drawn by the author with al- 
most farcical lines. 

It is almost incredible that such a fatuous 
creature should have been allowed by the 
hard headed bosses to run at all. When he 
finds that all his ridiculous bills have been 
pigeon holed and that he has been relegated 
to a useless committee he allies himself 
with the growing opposition of the machine 
and in a burst of unexpected political sagac- 
ity and bullheadéd courage he finds himself 
at the head of the rebellious faction which 
has actually pushed through the house a bill 
opposed to the dominant railroad. He is the 
hero of the hour and when the adjournment 
comes he goes home with the gubernatorial 
bee in his bonnet. 


— 


He is beaten by the railroad’s candidate, 
however, and thére the story leaves him. 
Old Hilary Vane quarrels with his master, 
but does not resign until he has successfully 
managed the convention in the railway’s 
interests. Austen and his future father-in- 
la Whad always been at daggers drawn, but 
the president accepted him as a member of 
the family rather than have his daughter 
marry a foreigner. 

That is all the story. Mr, Churchill has 
made it interesting, but its telling is marred 
by many faults of style and by a certain 
almost insincerity of manner. By far the 
most compact and best constructed parts are 
those dealing with the session of the legis- 
lature and with the state campaign and con- 
vention. In such matter®the author has 
done himself credit But the book really 
contains two stories and they are hung 
loosely together. In many parts the writing 
is slipshod and there is a wdeful lack of 
firmness all through the book. 


CHARLES RUSSELL’S SYMPA- 
THETIC LIFE OF THOMAS 
| CHATTERTON. 
The Biographer Ardently Espouses 


the Cause of the Poet, Charging 
That He Has Been Misunderstood. 


OT much more than 100 years ago the 
learned men of England waged con- 
troversial war concerning the authen- 
ticity of the famous Rowley poems, 
purporting to have been discovered by 

one Thomas Chetterton, aged 19, who had a 
short time since taken that tragic body of his, 
and that delicate and marvelous thing that 
was his mind, out of ‘this worlé which was 
too much for him. 

Today Charles Edward Russel! dete the 
critics by the ears again, not over the authen- 
ticity of the poems—which we all know now 
were Chatterton’s own, but gleaned in a way 
from his remarkable store of knowledge of 
the fifteenth century—but assailing the char- 
acter of the boy poet. To tell the truth, the 
key to the situation lies in political dissen-’ 
sion. Every one knows Mr. Russell's ardent 
radicalism, and he sings the praises of such 
poets as Shelley, Swinburne, and Milton, and 
fails to see any beauty in the poems of An- 
drew Marvel or Christopher Marlowe, more 
we fear because of their opinions than be- 
cause they wrote bad verse. Much, too, of 
the former arraignment of Chatterton lay in 
the fact that he allied himself with Wilkes, 
Beckford, and their party, and the earth- 
quake which scattered their forces shook his 
slight fame to the ground. 


That a boy of 19 could go up to London and 
engage to write the most satirical and bitter 
of political articles, in the cause of demo- 
cracy, Was enough to lead Mr. Russell to look 
more closely into the life of this unfortunate 
boy. Granted a number of things; that Chat- 
terton's poems, marvelous as they are, com- 
ing out of the quagmire of artificial and 
stilted verse of the day, are not now more in- 
teresting to us, save as they mark an era in 
literature; grant that he, with his acute, un- 
clouded mind, played tricks ufon some of the 
complaisant and stupid men of his native 
town, and so. gained the opprobrious epithet 
of literary forger ; nevertheless, this boy's 
life was such a one as no other author's can 
excel for loneliness of soul—that bitterest to 
genius—for pure intellectual starvation and 
misfortunate companionship. 

Fourteen years ago Mr. Russell began to 
interest himself in this history and took in- 
finite pains, at Bristol, at the British museum, 
and at Oxford to acquaint himself with the 
life of this boy. The result of his labors is 
a biography which draw the reader into in- 
tense sympathy and understanding with the 
unchildlike little child, who began his writing 
of the famous poems with their richness of 
picture painting, their diversity of meter, at 
the age of 12, and whose so-called ‘‘ forgery ” 
at least of the poems, wae of no more mo- 
ment than if he had robbed an orchard. So 
Mr. Russell avers.

Chatterton’s early life, the unpoetic sur- 
rounding, the poverty of his home, and the 
now comprehensive attitude of the mother, 
who was, however, a loving mother, are all 
drawn with a faithful and loving pen. The 
influence of the beautiful old church of St. 
Mary Radcliffe, and of the traditions of 
knights and poets, a glorious pageant, clothed 
in rich stuffs, but girt chiefly with the nobler 
warments of hospitality, beneficence, cul- 
ture, on the mind of this impressionable boy, 
whose spirit pricked and tortured him until 
it had found voice through the medium of 
verse. For years that was the life he really 
lived, not the tedious hours spent at the char- 
ity school or in the lawyer's office. Later he, 
rebellious against all forms of oppression, took 
sides on the political questions of the times, 
and the poems were abandoned for the time 
for the unsigned articles which the publishers 
were so eager to obtain but which they 
would not pay for. Then came the swift 
downfall of the cause for which he labored, 
his despair, his hunger, finally his proud 
heart broken—it ts like the swift flight ofa 
comet across a calm sky. 

Mr. Russell calls Chatterton the Poet's 
Poet —he says that Shelley, Blake, Coler- 
idge, Keats, and Wordsworth studied and 
appreciated him, and wrote in his praise.

Statement Indicates a Yield of 


461,000,000 Bushels and 
Prices Rise in Hurry. 


The government's May crop report on win- 
ter wheat conditions caused much surprise 
among grain traders when it came off the 
tickers yesterday, being much more bullish 
than had generally been expected. It stam- 
peded shorts to cover, and a big upturn in 
values foliowed heavy buying. 

The statement, based on reports from 
correspondents and department of agricul- 
ture agents in all sections of the win- 
ter wheat area, showed an average con- 
dition of the plant of 8, with an acreage of 
approximately 29,751,000 acres, 4.2 per cent, 
or 1,318,000 acres, less than the area reported 
gown last fall. Using the popular basis of 
computation, the statement indicated a yield 
ef about 461,000,000 bushels. 

The average condition of 89 compared to 
91.3 April 1, 82.9 May 1, 1907, and a ten year 
Average of 85.8.

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Wheat values made 4 rapid ascension te 
dizzy heighte yesterday, mainly on unex- 
pected bullishness of the government’s May 
report on the winter crop conditions. The 
general trade had been primed for a bearish 
showing, and when the figures were given 
out late in the session there was a big rush 
to cover in a market of tight offerings. There 
was much more of a bullish character in the 
day’s run of news, but in the early operations 
traders were blind to almost everything ex- 
cept prospective beariehness of the Wash- 
ington statement. The close was within 4 
shade of the top, showing net advances of 8¢ 
for May, 8e for July, and 24@2%c for Sep- 


tember. . 
Big Loss in Acreage. 

The report indicated a loss of 1,318,000 acres 
in the total winter wheat area, which was 
given at 20,751,000 acres, with an average 
condition of 89. The acreage showed 4.2 per 
cent under that sown last fall, also 1,619,000 
acres in excess of the area harvested last 
year.

from Hessian flies and chinch bugs, and 
Crowley county, same state, estimated dam- 
age already done at 25 per cent. Similar 
complaints emanated from Summer and other 
counttes of the banner state. 


Armour Interests Reported Winners. 

It ‘was common ip that the Armour 
interests profited handsomely at the expense 
of the shorts who had counted on a bearish 
report from Washington. They were said to 
have bought heavily all the previous day, pre ; 
pering the market for quick response to the 
bullish statement. It was sald that foreigners

The commission was apparently deeply in- 
terested in the matter on its own account 
and the commissioners by their questionings 
gave evidence that the elevator allowance 
of three-quarters.of a cent in force on Union 
Pacifi lines, even though it stands as a re- 
duced figure, still has the nature of a rebate 
in the estimation of the commission. . 

The practice of the Union Pacific ratiroad 
in having its. grain shipments traneferred 
and temporarily stored by Peavey elevators 
at Omaha, Council! Bluffs, and Kansas City, 
and making the Peavey concern an allow- 
ance therefor, was taken up by the commis- 
sion in 1904, with the final result that the 
allowance fee was reduced from 1\% cents a 
hundred pounds to ‘three-quarters of @ cent 
a hundred pounds. 

Vigorous complaint was made by compet-

Koedt further describes Hanegan . a 
“shrewd, calculating, and cunning pers 
ality,’ and says that because of his ie lea 
education he wielded considerable influence 
over other members of the jury, especially 
those Who were younger than himself.
